There Is a Well Authenticated Rumor 


That Gen. Otis Has Been Deposed 
From His Command In the Philip- 
pines and Recalled Home—Washing 
ton News. 


Washington, Feb. 10—Owing to the 


deplorable conditions in Hawaii,brought 
about by the ravages of bubonic plague, 
President McKinley has decided to Bend 
a special message to congress recom- 
mending that it pass a resolution em- 
powering the legislature of Hawaii to 
meet 
again 
for 
the 
purpose 
of 


bringing about relief for the people. At 
the cabinet meeting today, which was of 
short duration, this .was the prinripal 
topic dUcussed, and the cabinet was 
unanimous in support of the president 


Under the treaty by which Hawaii 


was annexed to the Uuited States the 
legislature of the islands became extinct. 
It was supposed there would be no 
further need for the existence of this 
body, as it, was believed congress would 
have taken action long before this pro- 
viding for a permanent form of govern- 
ment. 


In the absence of such legislation 


there has been no power in the islands 
to authorize the expenditure of money 
for the purpose of crushing out the 
plague. 
^Ae is well known, hundreds of huts 
and houses in the neighborhood whore 
the disease is ranging have been burned 
to prevent its further spread 
In con- 


sequence thousand of people, are hoinn- 
less and without the necessaries of life. 
The marine hospital service of this coun- 
try, as well as the other medical depart'-, 
mentsof'the government, is powerless 
to extend aid in the absence of legisla- 
tion. Ite efforts are confined exclusively 
to prevent the disease reaching this coun- 
try. 


Otis Has Beuii Call.-d Home 


A report reached here today ,from an 


officer in San Francisco, just returned 
from Manila, in regard to the return of 
Gen. Otis, which indicates that the gen 
eral is not coming at'his own request, as 
has been, given out at -the war depart- 
ment, but ia recalled.

Superiority Clearly Demonstrated bur 


ing Spanish War—Real Fighting 


Strength of Araeircan Navy. 


Washington. Feb. 10—The naval an- 


nual just issued from the office of naval 
intelligence, is of exceptional interest 
and breadth of scope. This report pre- 
sents in succinct shape many of the les- 
sons taught by the Spanish war and 
utilized by the navies of foreign nations. 
Beginning with the statement that the 
most striking .feature is the marked 
effort now being made by the important 
marine powers to increase their naval 
strength, the article points out that one 
result of the Spanish war was to demon- 
strate beyond further argument that 
battleships constitute the real fighting 
strength of a navy, even in France, 
which has lon« clung to the armored 
cruiser. 


Armored coast defense vessels have 


been practically ignored in' new con- 
struction. 
While the war threw no new 


light on the value of torpedo boats .at- 
tention was freshly directed to th'eir vul- 
nerability and Germany has abandoned 
the building of any more "small boats. 
Still some weight is attached 
to the 


moral effect of the .torpedo boats .and 
their use in training young officers.' 
' 


Another war lesson was that the big 


guns on t^oard ship are secondary here 
after and dependence must be placed 
upon a primary battery 
of rapid-fire 


guns of modern caliber. 
Already the 


German navy has reduced the caliber of 
its heaviest guns to-9.45.

eign markets. It transfers, to the new 
department tho lighthouse service, the 
lighthouse board, the life saving service, 
the marine hospital servijc. the . steam- 
boat .inspection service, the bureau »f 
navigation, of immigration, and. of sta- 
tistics, and the coast survey service, nnd 
the Chinese,exclusion service,' now under 
the Treasury Department, together with 
the censiis office,,, the department of 
labor, the fisheries commission, the com- 
missioner of railroads, and tho bureau of 
foreign commerce.

.uftor he arrived in London as tho 
•Transvaal's representative he warned 
I-'resideut Krnger more than once that 
lie ixuist prepare to defend his country 
and .his people. The warnings were 
heeded, and the effectiveness oC the 
preparation made during the three 
years that followed has been demon- 
strated since the war began. 


Undoubtedly the Boers greatly ap- 


preciate tho services of such a far- 
sighted man, and if there is anything 
left of the Transvaal republic when 
the war is over he will probably re- 
ceive substantial earnest of the burgh- 
ers' good will.

"I respectfully report that OD the 5th 


inst. i inspected the Kock . oouJiij,y jail 
recently erected at Janesville. ' A com- 
modious residence for the sli6ri.tr is a 
part oE the same structure. Tbo build- 
ing is located near the'old jaid on laud 
obtained tor that purpose several years 
ago by tlio cou-taty. 
The site is higher 


than "the old one. The structure is 
built mainly of brick, stone aud iron 
and is practically tire proof. 
Exteriorly 


it is very pl«asing to the eye. for it up 
pears more like a palatial private resi- 
dence than a prison. It is substantially 
built aud ouly the best materials have 
been used. 
The jail contains twenty- 


four cells in its different departments. 
It has one department for adult 
crimi 


lals, another lor women, another for 
juvenile prisoners ahd a suitable room 
which may be used for an 
iafirmatory 


or for ttie detention 
i f inmates not 


criminals. 


"There cf.n be, no unauthorized com- 


munication between inrnutea of different 
departments. 
The cells are built cf 


chilled steel. They are large • acd well 
lighted and ventilated. The floor of the 
prison rests on plates of the same metal 
securely rivited.together. 


"Thn main cell room rests upon a solid 


bed of stocf, upon which the steel floor 
plates under the room is laid. 
Escape 


from the prison seems almost impossible. 
Improved devices are also employed f^r 
opening and closing all or any of the 
cells by appliances located-out of the 
cell rooms. 
\ 


It is not intended to ,give a minute 


description cf the institution; it is suf- 
ficient to say that it is well planned and 
built: that it is well heated, lighted and 
ventilated; that its sewerage is sdtisfac 
tory; that it is unusually safe from any 
perils of tire or escape of prisoners; and 
that it meets the requirements of the 
statues concerning the construction of 
county jails. 


"I am informed that tho entire struc- 


tion has cost the county less than 
S2b,000, a result which probably could 
not again be accomplished under pres- 
ent conditions.
